the beginning of the sixteenth century 
A semi-circular folding fan was intro- 

du into from its home in 
China by the Portuguese. The French women 
immediately recognised its charm, but in 
England it did not become really popular 
until more than a hundred years later. 

During the eighteenth century French fan- 
makers settled in England, and there they 
established a Fan Makers’ Company, — 
ing of almost three hundred persons sx 
ciently interested in the new art. 

There were fans for every occasion. and 
almost. every change of costume. The hw 
that one carried to church was quite 4 
different affair from the heautifully-carved 
and decorative fan used at the opera, the 
former being much more sober in hue, and 
bearing illustrations of the Bible stories. 

Mourning fans, for use at funerals and 
memorial services, were decorated in black, 
and usually showed a weeping willow or some 
other conventional mourning design. A special 
mourning fan was on sale after the death of 
George the Third, with a picture of Britannia 
laving a wreath at the foot of a vedestal on 
which stood a bust of the late King. 

Every passing event of interest was dulv 
chronicled upon a fan. And in the year 1783 
the balloon ascents of Monsieurs Charles and 
Robert were responsible for many fans bear- 
ing pictures of halloons and aeronauts and 
crowds of spectators.

CRASHED INTO A HOUSE. 


YOUNG SOLDIER’S FATAL 
RIDE. 

Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City Coroner, held an 
inquest in St. Bricin’s Hospital, Dublin, last 
Saturday, on the body of Lieutenant Patrick 
Connolly, aged 23 years, single, attached to 
the Air Force, stationed at Baldonnel, who 
was brought to the hospital early on the 
morning of the 15th inst., suffering from ex- 
tensive injuries to the head, and died last 
Friday. , 

Captain Frederick S8. Crossley stated that, 
between 11 and 11.30 o'clock on the night of 
the 14th inst., he was driving his motor car 
along the Naas road, towards Baldonnel, and 
when he came within three-quarters of a mile 
of Callaghan’s corner he saw Lieutenant 
Coogan and Lieutenant Connolly standing on 
the road with a motor cycle. He pulled up, 
and Lieutenant Coogan got into the motor 
ear, Lieutenant Connolly riding the motor 
evele, which was the property of Lieutenant 
Coogan. The witness told Lieutenant Con- 
nolly to keep behind his car, as there were 
no head lights on the cycle. 

When he got to within about fifty yards of 
Callaghan's corner Lieutenant Connolly passed 
the car at a fast rate of speed, and while he 
was passing the witness shouted at him to 
get behind the car. Lieutenant Coogan also 
told him to get behind the car, but Lieutenant 
Connolly did not do so; he attempted to 
“take the corner for Baldonnel, and, failing. 
crashed into a house. which was at the turn. 
The witness and Lieutenant Coogan at once 
had him removed to St. Bricin’s Hospital. 

Lieutenant Michael Coogan gave corrobora- 
tive evidence. 

Captain Cox, medical officer of the hospital, 
stated that the deceased man had an ex- 
tensive fracture of the skull.’ Death was due 
to shock and hemorrhage. 

Evidence of identification was given by Mr. 
Michael’ C. Connolly, Superintendent of the 
Civic Guard, Ballymote, brother oí the de- 
ceased man.

many people believe that the eclipse will 
be totally invisible in this country. 

On the contrary, as previously pointed 
out in the Irish Times, there will be a 
large partial eclipse visible not only in 
Treland, but all over Europe. The eclipse 
will de virtually total at Carnsore, County 
Wexford, where the shadow of the moon 
may be seen passing up Channel at 
6.20 a.m. 

At sea, a few miles off the Tuskar light, 
the spectators will be in the zone of 
totality.

The accounts of the preparations which!

sion make curious reading. The precise.

multitude of sightseers. 

Special trains are being run to the i elt 
of totality from all parts of Britain, and 


the towns in the favoured area are putting 


forth great efforts to cater for tle 
thousands of visitors expected. 

Some of the programmes arranged pro- 
vide a strange mixture. Giggleswick is 
living up to its joyous name with an orgy 
of dancing throughout the night, winding 
up with a religious Service immediately 
after the eclipse. 

The Lancashire ‘‘ Wakes ” will thoroughly 
justify their name for once, most of the 
wakefulness being observable at the mill- 
workers’ Meccas, Blackpool and Southport. 


A NEW GOLF STORY. 


In the former town festivities will be 
held throughout the night, and 500 enthu- 
siasts will watch the astronomical event 
from the top of the tower. And, while the 
eclipse is on, a number of golfers will 
proceed to the municipal golf links in 
preparation for future stories, beginning : 
“ During the eclipse of the sun in 1927 I 
went round in six under bogey ——”’ 

Southport, just round the corner, is 
illuminating itself: It expects 100,000 
visitors, including 20,000 school children, 
and is thoughtfully opening the Sunday 
schools as all-night rest places for those 
who have nowhere else to lay their heads. 
Criccieth is starring Mr. Lloyd George, 
who will be visible after the eclipse. 

In the midst of all this determined effort 
to be merry and bright, a sinister note js 
sounded by the Rev. J. Shepherd, who 
foresees trouble, not only for the nocturnal 
roysterers, but for the rest of us. When- 
ever there has been a shadow on the sun, 
he declared, at Islington Chapel, “‘ there 
has been a shadow on life. Many times I 
have noticed that strange things have 


happened in public life after an 
eclipse. Next Wednesday may be 
a testing time for the temper. If you find 


your husbands irritable and your children 
cross, remember that the atmospheric con- 
ditions of the eclipse affect everyone. The 
cheerful bus conductor may be snappy and 
the man in the street bad-tempered. If 
the reverend gentleman is right, it a

Another rather ominous utterance comes 
from a famous meteorologist,’’ who, 
when asked what the weather would be 
like for the eclipse, said: “It is certain 
that the conditions will be unsettled.

One wishes 
that he had given more details. 

What is going to happen on hich 
ground? And, in particular, what is going 
to happen to the intrepid 500 on the top 
of Blackpool Tower? If the people on 
high ground are running a risk, what 
about the gallant adventurers who propose 
to see the eclipse from giant aeroplanes 
cruising in the gloom (at ten guineas per 
head, including hotel accommodation, put 
no meals)? 


A TESTING TIME. 


It is little consolation that another 
eminent scientist, Sir Frank Dyson, the 
Astronomer Royal, does not agree with the 
famous, but anonymous, meteorologist. Sir 
Frank says fearlessly: I would counsel 
everyone to take up positions of eminence 
looking South or South-East, with a view, 
if possible, of 25 miles. 

What is the ordinary layman ta*do 
when two eminent authorities differ 
diametrically about a matter which affects 
him as closely as this? After profound 
thought on the subject, we have come to 
the conclusion that the best thing the 
ordinary man could do on the morning of 
the eclipse is—to stay in bed until his 
usual time of arising.
